Scientists Ex hibit Fragm ents 
o f A ncient J aw bo nes. 


New York.-- Dr. W. 
K. Grego ry and 
Dr. Milo Heilman exhibited 
to the New 
York Academy of Science 
at the Amer­ 
ican Museum of Natural Histo ry re­ 
cently these frag ments of ancient jaw­ 
bones which belong ed, 
they said, to the 
common 
ancestor of 
men, 
g orillas, 
chimpanzees, and other primates, or 
else to a very close 
relativ e o f that 
common ancestor. 
The jawbones belong ed to the dry- 
upitbeeus. ,.r |,,rest ape, which lived in 
the Siwalik hilts in India in miocene 
times several million years ag o. 
The 
fossils were found for the museum by 
Barmim Brown. 
They 
have 
been 
studied for more than a year by Doc­ 
tors Greg ory and Heilman and this 
announcement was their first publica­ 
tion of the discovery of evidence that 
the dryopithecus was man’s and the 
go rilla’s lineal forefather, or else a tirst 
cousin of that forefather. 
Dryopithecus was a big ape, about 
the size of a g orilla. The evidence that 
it is the ancestor, or the closest ap­ 
proach yet known to the ancestor • f 
the whole human and ape family, is 
based larg ely on tht* patterns of the 
teeth. 
The elevations and furrows on 
the crowns of the teeth follow patterns

Most of these young people ended theii 
lives because of unhappy home con 
ditions, unpleasant school experiences 
youthful marriages and the Jazz spirit 
of the times.”

show that among the suicides last veal 
were OI physicians, 48 lawyers and 
judges, 14 ministers, 64 bankers, 72

I Garland W. Powell, director of Ameri­ 
canism 
of 
the

Legion, 
charged in Atlanta, Ga. 
Powell’s dec­ 
laration was made during the course 
of an address before an illiteracy con­ 
ference called by the Legion for the 
state of Georgia. 
The Legion man road a letter from 
a New York commercial organization 
which stated that the board wanted 
this country to admit illiterate immi­ 
grants. 
“If we exclude all illiterates, 
we would be without labor,” the letter 
said. 
Powell said these people seek to es­ 
tablish 
a 
condition 
of 
Industrial 
slavery. 
He declared that they at­ 
tempted to explain away their attitude 
by saying that without Illiterates the 
nation would be without labor, when 
the fact really is that they desire Il­ 
literates so that they can have unintel­ 
ligent, unthinking labor. 
Powell fur­ 
l e r charged that such interests were 
seeking to Increase Immigration 
sa 
that 
they 
might 
enjoy the swollen 
profits that otherwise would in some 
measure go to intelligent lubor. 
Ile 
added that such a move would lower 
the standards of education and living. 
The letter to which he referred said, 
In [airt: 
# 
“We notice . . . the slogan In the 
first page of your leaflet which reads 
as follows: ‘No Illiteracy by 1027.’ 
It 
is not quite clear what this slogan 
means, 
lf it means that no Illiterates 
are to be admitted into the United 
States as Immigrants, it raises a seri­ 
ous question and the board would not 
approve such stoppage. 
The labor 
class is one that we do not raise in the 
United States; it must be imported. If 
we exclude all Illiterates, we would be 
Without labor.” 
This idea, according to Mr. Powell, 
means that a large .section of business 
believes that America does not believe 
in the dignity of labor. 
It believes 
that America must go on and on, im­ 
porting “the scum and riff-raff of Eu­ 
rope, until the majority of our people 
Is composed of scum and riff-raff.” 
These things, lie declared, are abso­ 
lutely opposed by the American Le­ 
gion. 
He argued that under present 
immigration laws of America, foreign 
nations make sure that the em igrants’ 
leaving their shores are of a low type 
of humanity, almost impossible of as­ 
similation here.

soil and may account in part for the 
increased yields. 
Both cultivated 
and 
uncultivated 
plots were kept free from weeds. as it 
is well known that they rob the crop 
of fertility and moisture thus reducing 
yields.
